City A ttorny K a sting sta ted tha t 
the chief of the department w a s a 
city official and the law w a s quite 
clea r tha t his sa la ry could not be in­ 
crea sed. 
The firemen, however, are 
em ploy es of the city and their wa ges 
might be increa sed a s the council sees 
fit, he sa id. 
At the present time the 
ch ief receives an additiona l $6 0 each 
y ea r for a cting a s chief.

council took over the reigns of the 
city governm ent.

Milford, Conn., Feb. 23.—Disreg ard 
of a cautionary sig nal probably was 
resi>onsible for the rear-end collision 
on the New York. New Haven 
& 
Hartford railroad near here, in which 
eig ht persons lost their lives, and 
fully fifty were injured, according to 
Charles C. Elwell of the Connecticut 
Public Utilities Commission. 
The state's investig ation already is 
under way , but inasmuch as four rail­ 
road employ es, the most im portant 
witnesses were killed, it will be diffi­ 
cult to fix responsibility . Mr. Elwell 
said. 
Two passeng ers, a man and a wom­ 
an, were killed instantly when a local 
train, running at forty miles an hour, 
crashed into the rear of the Green­ 
field ex press which had been stalled 
because of a broken air hose. 
Two 
other passeng ers died in hospitals to 
which they were taken. 
The official theory of the accident 
Is that the eng ineer of the local dis­ 
reg arded or failed to see the caution- 
ary sig nal, and could not m ake his 
brakes hold when he came in sig ht of 
the dang er sig nal. 
One of the heroes of the wreck was 
Georg e L. Tourtellette, flag man sent 
back 
from 
the 
stalled 
train, 
who 
stopped in the path of the approaching 
local, frantically weaving his red flag 
until escape was imi>ossible and he 
was killed under the eng ine wheels. 
Both trains were well filled with 
passeng ers. 
Among the injured x vere 
many 
Yale g raduates returning to 
New York after attending alumni day 
at New Haven. On the local were sev­ 
eral members of the Sons of Ameri­ 
can Revolution who were on their way 
to Bridg eport to attend a dinner. 
A freig ht train passing on another 
track, as the ex press and local col­ 
lided, complicated the wreck. 
Shat­ 
tered coaches hurled ag ainst the box 
cars derailed them and the cars of all 
three trains were piled up.

g ers were buried underneath heaps of 
splintered 
and 
twisted 
iron. 
The 
boiler of the local’s locomotive ex ­ 
ploded. 
The bodies of the eng ineman 
and fireman were found underneath 
the wreckag e.

Members of cong ress, who heard 
some of the details of the conference 
declared that the president is pre­ 
pared to insist upon the withdrawal 
by Germany of her declaration of in­ 
tention to torpedo, without warning , 
all armed enemy m erchantm en after 
March 1.
